I al­ 
ways had a kind feeling towards you and 
wish that you may live as long as possi­ 
ble, and here is a chance to lengthen

Officers Elected and Commit­ 
tees Appointed. 


T H E ORGANIZATION COMPLETED. 


I t is Now Ready to E n c o u ra g e th e 
Development of Los A nge­ 
les County. 


'i lie Cham ber of Commerce held ita 
first regular meeting under the newly 
adopted Constitution yesterday after­ 
noon. The by-laws of the organization 
called for regular semi-monthly meetings 
to occur on the first and third W ednes­ 
day of each month at three [o’clock p. m. 
The next regular m eeting will therefore 
occur on the Wednesday after election. 
The room in which the meetings have 
l>een held thus far, the Board of Trade 
Assembly room, has proved itself each 
time inadequate to the needs of th e o r­ 
ganization.

Upon visiting Paris and 
its National Printing D epartm ent, which 
employs 1,200 people, who were paid 
about $1.25 a day (which they could live 
well upon), he saw there in one room a 
hundred ^Franklin” presses, and ma­ 
chinery that had been discarded in this 
country one hundred years ago.

ifornia', the speaker stated, he paid his 
printers $4.50 a day, and he could well 
afford to do so in the point of the pro­ 
duct of their skill over that of the French 
Government printers and the much more 
efficient machinery of America.

Col. J . J . A yers D iscu sses tlie I s s u e s 
o f th e D ay. 
A most successful m eeting was held 
here last night under the auspices of the 
“ Orange Democratic Campaign Club.”

The speaker ata- A that no 
one who had not in some degree studied 
the science of political economy and 
national legislation could ever under­ 
stand the present intricate system of in­

The 41,957,988 non-protected people., 
who have to pay an exorbitant tax for 
the benefit of th e 8,197,785 protected 
people, give a five tim es greater market 
to the agriculturists than the protected 
class affords. 
Now, when it íb a clear 
and demonstrable fact that the number 
of manufacturers can increase only in 
ratio 
with 
the 
increase 
of 
the 
rest of the population, and that they 
can now manufacture more of their wares 
than the rest of the country can use, it 
is certain that without other than a 
home market, th e manufacturing indus­ 
tries must continue in the same relative 
position as consumers of the productions 
of the farmers which they now hold. 
That position is not a very encouraging 
one to agriculturists. 
The protected 
manufacturers, without a wider market 
than they now have, will be confronted 
in the future with the same difficulties 
they now realize, 
lu order to keep 
prices up they must lim it the production 
by shutting down their mills and shops 
from two to four months each year, ae 
they are now doing; or run them on short 
time all the year round.

TH E ORANGE. 
T h e l . r o w e r * o f N an G a b r i e l D e ­ 
n o u n c e t h e S e n a t e D e d u c t i o n . 
The correspondent in Los Angeles of 
the San Francisco Examiner has inter­ 
viewed the San G abriel orange growers 
to find out their views upon the reduction 
in the tariff on citrus fruits proposed iu 
the Senate free trade bill. 
Mr. J. de 
Barth Shorb was the first m an inter­ 
viewed, and he opened with a declara­ 
tion to the correspondent that he was 
still a Democrat * and would vote for 
Cleveland and Thurman. 
How would the cutting down of the 
im port duty on oranges and lemons 
affect your section?” inquired the corre­ 
spondent. 
" It would be most disastrous to all 
the orange growers and shippers,” an­ 
swered Mr. Shorb. 
"Such other draw­ 
backs as the red and while scale are bad 
enough, but the further hindrance of a 
reduction of the duty would c iscourage 
their growing and shipping. 
We are not 
producing anvwhere near as much or­ 
anges as could be handled, and if the 
rate were increased instead of dim in­ 
ished a large acreage would lie added to 
the present orange plant. 
"W e do not grow many walnuts here', 
but I can readily see that this industry 
would be ruined by the slightest reduc­ 
tion of the custom duty, as the nutB are 
really not worth handling now .” 
Mr. Hhorb recurred again to the posi­ 
tion he had been placed in by a former 
interview, which made him out as a 
seceder from the Democratic party, and 
as the Examiner representative was on 
the point of leaving he said: "Please 
emphasize what I said before, that while 
I still think the Democrats are a little 
hasty in espousing tariff reform, they 
are honest and mean to do w hat they 
think íb right, but the Republicans are 
not so. They are practicing the rankest 
demagogy in going so much farther than 
the Democrats, with the sole and simple 
idea of catching votes.” 
From Mr. Shorb’s wine-vaults the road 
winds through acre after acre of orange 
trees and vineyards owned by small 
owners.

penalty, as he certainly will not.” Manv 
spoke with gloomy foreboding as to the 
results of the passage of the pending 
Senate measure, and in not one instance 
did even a Republican grower uphold his 
party’s action on this point. 
At General A. B. Chapm an’s place 
only a foreman could be found, General 
Chapm an, General Stoneman and Bay­ 
ard T. Smith, large growers, being out of 
the State. The foreman said very justly 
thAt the crop of fruit was not very large, 
the expense of keeping an orchard in 
first class shape quite heavy, and the 
margin of profit in marketing the iruit 
very small. A cutting down of duty on 
foreign fruit would rneau a reduction in 
tbe m arket price here, and there would 
then be no longer any money in it. 
Tbe next large orchard visited was tbs 


Sunny Slope vineyard and orchard grove. 
There are 700 acres devoted to grapet-- 
and 150 to oranges. The entire property 
comprises some 2;000 acres, and is owneJ 
by a rich London syndicate, of which 
Philip Pavy, who is at present in the 
country as manager, is a member. 
The

and, although busy, readily consented to 
give his ideas on the point wished by tbe 
Examiner agent. 
Mr. Pavy said that

charges from California to an Eastern 
market. Inferior fruits are brought over 
through this low freight rate, and even 
after paying a good duty can be placed 
on the m arket at a figure below th at of 
ordinary grades of California oranges 
and lemons. 
The latter, although far 
superior, are offered at the ruling price 
and no more. 
W hat can 
the job­ 
ber 
do? 
He 
has 
to take 
this 
price or let bis fruit rot. 
F ruit is 
perishable and it won’t stand ship­ 
ping back. 
There is nothing to do, 
therefore, b u t to take what you can get. 
This has influenced me so that I propose 
hereafter to ship only the choicest and 
most carefully selected fruit East. 
Each 
tree will be picked over several times so 
as to get fruit of the same degree of 
ripeness, and then 1 expect to obtain a 
good price simply through the super 
íority of my fruit over the imported 
article. 
We cannot compete with inferior 
foreign fruit, and if this is further favored, 
as is proposed by the Senate measure, 
which will enable the handlers of im­ 
ported goods to cut to just the extent of 
the reduction, we cannot possibly handle 
our fruit in the Eastern market to any 
advantage, unless the railroads should 
make a concession corresponding to the 
reduction in duty, which I do not antici­ 
pate. We are giving our orange orchard 
extraordinary care, and every tree is 
washed every fortnight to keep* it clean 
and healthy. 
This is a heavy expense, 
and the blow to us for our enterprise 
will be most severe il the Senate tariff 
measure becomes a law. 
The rate of 
import on oranges and lemons should be 
raised instead of lowered if California 
growers are to be benefited.” 
On the way back to Loe Angeles the 
Examiner correspondent took the route 
through Lam anda Pork and Pasadena, 
and asked the all-im portant question of a 
great num ber oi small growers. The 
unanimity of their views in favor of an 
increase of the duty, instead of lowering 
it, was startling. All viewed the ques­ 
tion intelligently, too, and noted with 
force that it m eant a cutting down of 
their earnings of a season’s hard work. 
Many Republicans did not hesitate to 
say that ii the measure put up by the 
party's leader in the Senate becomes a 
law, they will forsake the party. 
Said o n e : 
"A m an must live, and 
when the bread is taken out of his mouth 
to satisfy a political job, his wits begin 
to work. 
It is safe to say that no more 
threatening blow has ever been aimed at 
an industry than the proposed reduction 
of the im port duty on oranges and 
lemons. It is hard to estim ate the harm ­ 
ful ^ effect of such a measure upon the 
fruit-growers oí Los Angeles county, and 
doubtiess of the whole oi Southern Cali­ 
fornia.”

Boston, October 24.—At the Union 
Pacific Directors’ meeting to-day Win. H. 
Holcomb 
was chosen 
Director, vice 
Director Colgate resigned. 
Subsequent­ 
ly Mr. Holcomb was chosen Vice-Presi­ 
dent to succeed tbe late Thos. J . Potter 
aB chief executive of the affaire of the 
Union Pacific, resident at Omaha. 
A. L. 
Kimball was appointed General Managor 
and C. 8. Miller Assistant General 
Manager. The President stated th at no 
changes in the organization of the Union 
Pacific were contemplated. 
Mr. Dickin­ 
son will continue as General Superin­ 
tendent; J. A. Munroe, General Freight 
Agent, and J. S. Tebbetts, General Pas­ 
senger Agent. No ch&Dge in the organiz­ 
ation of the St. Joe and Grand Island was 
contemplated or of the various Utah 
roads. 
No appointm ent of a General 
Manager of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation company will be made at 
present. The duties of the office will be 
performed by Mr. Holcomb until other 
arrangements are made. 
Holcomb is at 
present General Manager of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, to 
which position he was appointed on re­ 
commendation of Mr. Thomas J . Potter. 
He formerly had been connected with 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road 
and later with the Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern. 
The question of advancing money on a 
part -of the Union Pacific, to m eet tho 
coupons of the Denver, South Park and 
Pacific bonds, m aturing November 1st, 
was considered and without final action 
referred to the Executive Committee 
with full powers. 
The question of pay­ 
ing dividends was not raised nor was 
there any discussion as to the resumption 
of dividends by the company either now 
or hereafter. The m atter was in no way 
alluded to. The company now has no 
floating 
debt for which a provision 
in cash has not been made. 
Funds 
$3,000,000) also have been provided to 
pay for the large am ount of new equip­ 
m ents recently ordered, only a portion 
of which as yet has been delivered. 
The company has no work 
of con­ 
struction now going on. The extension 
of the Salina, Lincoln and W estern road 
to Colby, Kansas, about 172 miles, was 
completed on the 20th inst. The money 
needed to pay for this work has been 
provided. 
During the four years between June 
30, 1884, and June 30, 1888, the surplus 
income of the system to the am ount of 
$13,500,000 was put into property. About 
85,000 
tons of steel were* during the 
period nam ed, put into the tracks of the 
system in place of iron. A table showing 
the condition of the funded and floating 
debt of the company, its mileage and its 
debt per mile accompanies the sta'em ent. 
From this it appears that the entire funded 
and the floating debt has been reduced 
since June 30, 1884, from $.155,446,006 to 
$148,020,159, including all the accrued 
interest to the Government, and th at in 
this tim e the mileage has been increased 
from 4,419 to 4,704. 
The debt per mile 
stands at $31,191, as against $35,170. 
There has been an increase of debt since

— The 
Southern Pacific Company filed in the 
Recorder’s office to-day a deed of trust to 
the Central Trust Company of New York, 
conveying to the latter, for the purpoee 
of securing tbe paym ent of a mortgage of 
$38,000,000, all the property of the rail­ 
road company, and also all the property 
of the branch roads which have been 
am algam ated with it. The deed of trust 
declares that the branch roads have 
turned over all their property to the 
Southern Pacific and th a t the latter as­ 
sumes all debts and liabilities, and that 
to secure tbe paym ent of these debts the 
Southern Pacific Company will issue 
36,000 
bonds of $1,000 each. To Becure 
these bonds the company will create a 
sinking fund, and after the year 1889 
will pay $20,000 per m onth out of the net 
income of the railroad, and continue do­ 
ing so until the debt is paid. 
Speaking of tbe Southern Pacific m ort­ 
gage of $38,000.000 and its proposition to 
issue fifty-year bonds, paying the am ount 
of $20,000 monthly or $240,000 yearly till 
the mortgage is cancelled, an official of 
the company said, this morning, there 
were two roads recently built by the 
company on which no bonds were issued 
and the first bonds of the new series 
doubtless will lie made to cover these 
roads, one 
of 
which 
is 
the line 
from Tracy up the 
west 
side 
of 
the San Joaquin Valley; the other is the 
road running from Fresno along the 
foothills, 106 miles, joining the Southern 
Pacific near Paso.

The Austrian Reichsrath reopened on 
Wednesday.

The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dia- 
ordtr of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarm ing extent and is produc­ 
tive of very serious consequences.
